As soon as we break the Solid South 
there willi be leaders springing vp all over 
the -outh, and they will, like Chalmers. of 
Mississippi,come out and say: ‘You have 
the right to vote, and if you vote for me we 
will see that you are protected.’ I. is a great 
thing to have the right, to have the trend 
of government an the right side.” “Do yon 
think,” Mr, Douglass was asked, “that the 
colored voters of the Sou h were deprived of 
their right of franchise at the last election?” 

“I think,’ Mr. Douglass answered, ‘that 
the colored men took it for granted that they 
would not be allowed to vote, and so they 
remained away from the polls. The South- 
ern men did not kill them because they did 
not go where they could be reached with 
shotguns. The old Mississippi planis aban 
doned now. Kiliing negroes isn’t a good 
scheme now. It does .’t and hasn’t worked 
well, The way nowis tocheat them—count 
them out,’’ 


Why is it that Mr. Douglass 
continues his attack on Prof. J. 
M. Langston? What good does 
itdo himto yo in ecstacy over 
the fraudulent count out of his 


people? Will the _ republican

We are 
surprised at Mr, Robineon, to 
know that he would allow eucha 
ersonal attack to be published in 
his paper against a man ot his 
race who has never harmed avy 
one.

His appointment was a c»mpro- 
mise for the surrender of certain 
Bouthern states. Did he protest? 
No. When the hot headed rebels 
of the South were butchering in- 
necent negroes, and when Alonzo 
Perry, Capt. Wall, M. M. Holland 
and others urged an exodus of 
megroes from the South, Mr. 
Douglass opposed it, in letter aud 
mes of speech. What did

Mr, Douglass 
figured very prominently in 
the Sando Mingo Mission, and 
allowed himself to be insulted, 
Did he resent it? No. But allowed 
the great defender of human 
rights, Charles Sumner, who vol-:

The great scholastic problem, 
which has employed so seriously 
the attention of the intelligent pub- 
lic, in their refutation of the pre- 
tentious and impractible position

ly that the educational advantages 
in this country consist more in the 
essential facilities than in the non- 
essential complexion.
